ARSENIC EATERS. 


Great Increase In the Number of Feraoni 


Addicted to This Folnou. 


The habit of arsenic-eating is becom- 


ing more and more common among the 
young women of this city, and phys- 
icians say that nothing too harsh can 
be uttered against this miserable prac- 
tice. Arsenic preparations of all kinds 
aro advertised and various prepara- 
tions of this deadly drug are daily sold 
for the alleged purpose of beautifying 
the complexion. They who use it are 
daily laying the foundation of a dis- 
ease that will one day destroy some of 
their most vital organs. The actual 
object to be gained by arsenic eating is 
that clear, white, almost transparent 
skin, which they so much admire and 
which may mean an early death. A 
well-known physician said to a reporter 
to-day: "The health department ha9 
become alarmed at the increase in the 
sale and use of these noxious complex- 
ion preparations 
Advertisements of 


arsenic stare every body in the face in 
spito of attempts to prohibit the sale. 
Claims havo been made by the venders 
that there is so httlo arsenic in the 
preparations that no harm can come of 
it. In opposition to this is the fact 
that wall papers where the green color 
is given by School's arsenic compound 
have been tabooed by the health au- 
thorities on the grounds that even the 
small amount of arsenic given off by 
exhalation had caused death in some 
cases. Again, the results obtained 
by the use of arson!« show very 
• plainly the hurtful nature of ft. 
The 


exact state of affairs brought about by 
arsenic eating is a diminution of 
strength of the blood; the capillary 
blood-vessels are stopped from work- 
ing; the ends of the blood-vessels aro 
killed, no blood is supplied to the skin, 
and the real icason for the white, tians- 
parent nature of the skin is that it is 
practically dead. If the result of arse- 
nic eating is tho highly transparent 
state of tno skin, and if this can only 
result from the killing of blood-vessels, 
the claim that there is no harm done in 
the habit becomes an absurdity." 


Physicians throughout the city are 


up in arms against the use of the drug. 
Ono prominent doctor said: "I hope 
that something will be done, and done 
soon, to stop this abominable traffic. If 
the destruction of blood-vessels was tho 
only thing the arsenic-eater succeeded 
in doing it would bo bad enough, but 
that is not all. The arsenic has a bad 
effect upon the kidneys, and is likely to 
bring out a disease which will end only 
in death. It has also a bad effect on 
the digestive organs, and soon destroys 
their action; the Ihor, too, is diseased 
by tho poison, and the nerves become 
affected to such an extent that their 
control becomes impossible. It acts 
upon the system in such a way that the 
•\ ictims of the habit become lost to a'l 
sense of morality. The practice of 
arsenic eating is a vicious one that 
ought to bo stopped immediately before 
anymore harm is done."—N. T. Cor.

STRANGE MEDICINES. 


Mysterious Powders and Decoctions Pre- 


scribed by Oriental Physicians. 


Mr. Mitford has told us how he saw 


a Chinese physician prescribe a decoc- 
tion of three scorpions for a child struck 
down with fever, and Mr. Gill in lug 
"River of Golden Sand" mentions hav- 
ing met a number of coolies laden with 
red deer's horns, some of them very 
fine twelve-tine antlers. 
They aro only 


hunted when in velvet, and from the 
horns when in this state a medicine 
is made which is one of the most highly 
prized in the Chinese pharmacopeia. 
With regard to the singular virtues 
.supposed to attach to the medicinal 
use of tiger, General Robert Warden, 
tells me that on cno occasion when in 
India he was exhibiting some trophies 
of the chase, some Chinamen who wore 
piesont became much excited at the 
sight of an unusually fine tiger skin. 
They eagerly inquired whether it would 
be possible to find the place where tho 
carcass was buried, because from the 
bonus of tigers dug up thice months 
after burial a decoction may be pre- 
pared which gives immense muscular 
power to the fortunate man who swal- 
lows it 
I am indebted to the same in- 


formant for an interesting note on the 
medicine folk-lo'-e of India, namely, 
that while camping in the jungle one 
of his men. came to entreat him to shoot 
a nightjar for his benefit, because fiom 
the bright, prominent eyes of this bird 
of night an ointment is prepared which 
gives great clearness of vision, and is 
therefore highly prized. Miss Bird, 
too, has recorded some very remark- 
able details on the materia mefacci 
of China and Japan. When in a re- 
mote district of Japan she became so 
unwell as to deem it necessary to con- 
sult a native doctor, of whom she says: 
"He has great faith in ginseng and in 
rhinoceros horn, and in the powdered 
liver of some animal, which, from the 
description, I understood to be a tiger, 
all specifics of the Chinese school of 
medicines 
Dr Nosoki showed me a 


small box of unicorn's horn, which he 
said was worth more than its weight in 
gold."—Nineteenth Century.

Wo Probability of an Autjpnn 


, Session of tbe House of 


Commons. 


Decided to Proclaim the Leagiie—The 


Report of Stanley's Death Im- 


possible to Believe. 


Split on a Toast—Prince Ferdinand's 


Mistake—Minister Rouvier's Bid 


for Popularity. 


England. 


LONDON, Aug. 19.—Tbe statement made 


by Mr. William Henry Smith, the govern- 
ment leader in the House of Commons last 
evening, defending the status of the bus- 
iness before the House, precludes all prob- 
ability that there will be an autumn 
session. The bills selected by the govern- 
ment for consideration during the re- 
mainder of the session are chiefly Irish 
measures, while those abandoned are bills 
affecting England. 
The Intent of this 


programme is obvious. The government 
realizes that its only salvation ia an early 
adjournment and a long period of absten- 
tion from legislation. In the interim they 
may be able to somewhat allay the popular 
feeling of Liberalism, but it is possibly, too 
late to do even this. If they can not suc- 
ceed in supplementing the Crimes act with 
some measure ol remedial legislation, they 
certainly can not hope to turn the tide 
which is now settling so strongly against 
them. Mr. Parnell is disposed to meet the 
government half way in its efforts to 
finally dispose of the Land bill, and is hope- 
ful of securing Its passage in a form show- 
Ing a decided improvement upon the meas- 
ure tinkered up by the Lords. All of the 
Parnellite members, including Mr. Parnell 
himself, were in their seats last night pre- 
pared for any emergency and determined 
that they shall not lie caught napping. 
The fact that the Cabinet council, after 
discussing the Irish question, and par- 
ticularly tho feasibility of proclaiming the 
National League, yesterday decided to 
postpone the matter and await to-night's 
developments, indicate that the govern- 
ment Is apprehensive of obstruction in the 
event of its League -'policy 
becoming 


known in advance of its being put into op- 
eration, and will take no action until tha 
last 
moment. The belief 
is 
general- 


ly 
prevalent 
that 
the 
permission 


of 
the 
House 
to 
suppress 


tho League will be demanded by the gov- 
ernment as the very last act of tlie ses- 
sion, and there are those who also believe 
that the Speaker is already aware of the 
desires and intentions of the ministry in 
the matter, and will assist in promptly 
rushing them on through. If the question 
were left to themselves, it is not probable 
that the ministers would take steps to pro- 
claim tho league, but the Conservative 
pressure brought upon them is too great 
for them to resist, and they must at least 
make an attempt to obey the wishes of the 
majority of their party. 
THE REPORT OF STANLEY'S DEATH IMPOS- 


SIBLE OP BELIEF. 


A private letter received from St. Paul 


De Leonda yesterday, ascribes the rumors 
of Stanley's death to the desire of the na- 
tives in the certain parts of Africa through 
wh^ch he is traveling to put him out of the 
wtiy, rather than to any certainty that 
they have accomplished their wish. A 
portion of the natives are extremely hos- 
tile to strangers, and especially detest ex- 
plorers, who, they claim, are overbearing

merely the forerunners of a more powerful 
body of white men, whose object Is the 
seizure of the land and extermination of 
the natives. The stories of Stanley's mas- 
nacre, the latter says, are impossible of be- 
lief, for a variety of reasons, any one of 
which is sufficient to divest the reports of 
reliability. 


IN THB HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


LONDON, Aug. 19.—In the House of Com- 


mons last night Sir James Fergusson, Tin- 
dor Foreign Secretary, stated that the 
government was negotiating with France 
for a settlement of the differences exist- 
ing in regard to the Gambia river terri- 
tory. 


Mr. W. H. Smith announced that tho 


government would abandon for the pres- 
ent session the Titbe bill, the Technical 
Educational bill; Mr. Goschcn's Revenue 
Collection bill; the Irish Constabulary 
bill, and other minor measures, and indi- 
cated the measures it intended to proceed 
with, among which he mentioned the Al- 
lotments bill. 


Sir Henry Holland, Colonial Secretary, 


replying to a question, said that the Queen 
had advised the colony of Queensland to 
assume sovereignty over New Guinea. 


The Land bill being reported to the 


house, Mr. Balfour announced that the 
government accepted the Lords' amend- 
ment to the bill relating to town parks. 
The 
amendment was opposed by Mr. 


O'Doherty and Sir William Harcourt, the 
latter accusing Mr. Balfour of gross 
ignorance in asserting that no tenant had 
a right to town lands. It was high time, 
he said, that the Irish people demanded 
home rule when they find their rulers so 
ignorant of the principles upon which 
land was held. 


Mr. Goschen spoke in support of the 


amendment. 


Mr. T. M. Healy said that the Irish 


towns were so rapidly falling to decay 
that it was mockery to call them towns. 
The name "town park," he said, was 
merely a dodge to enable landlords to 
evade fixing a fair rent. 


Mr. Balfour's motion to accept 
the 


amendment was carried by a vote of 200 
to IG4. 


Before the division was taken on Mr. 


Balfour's amendment, Mr. Joseph Cham- 
berlain urged the retention of the clause 
as it left the House of Commons, and con- 
demned 
the government for changing 


front at the instigation of the House of 
Lords. 


The House disagreed on Mr. Balfour's mo- 


tion to accept the remaining amendments 
of the House of Lords, and appo inted a 
committee to draw up a statement of the 
reasons for such disagreement. 
Upon the 


question of excepting Earl Cadogan's 
town parks amendment, Mr. Chamberlain 
Jesse Collins and five other Unionists 
voted in the nej tive. 
. Mr. T. M. Healy moved an aniendmen' 
to empower the court to fix fair rents on 
town park holdings, subject to the right 
ot re-entry by landlords for the purpose 
of erecting buildings or improving in 
other ways. 
After 
sojne debate 
tho 


amendmend was rejected by a vote of 
212 to 100. 


Mr. Gibson moved to confirm Lord Cado- 


gan's amendments pro7iding that revision 
of rents be based upon the differences in 
prices in 1887, as compared with prices 
prevailing in 1881 and 1886. The motion 
brought on a very animated debate, bul 
undor the cloture rule the amendments 
were passed—215 to 161.

A 
grand military review in the presence of 
the Emperor for its chief attraction is 
something that has not occurred for many 
years and there is a general feeling that 
the venerable Kaiser, who is now confined 
to his room by illness, will not again 
arouse the enthusiasm of the German 
army by his personal attendance at their 
gatherings. 


Bulgaria. 


PRINCE FERDINAND'S MISTAKE. 


LONDON, Aug. 19.—The course of ab- 


'iolutism pursued by Prince 
Ferdinand 


since his arrival in Bulgaria has aroused 
a majority of the European newspapers to 
declare that he has undertaken an ad- 
venture that hiik flagrantly violated the 
treaty of 
Berlin and outraged public 


rights. This almost unanimous attitude 
of the influential press of the continent is 
of very recent origin, and the fact that 
many of the papers holding these views 
are semi-official organs, and their articles 
probably inspired, augurs ill for the con- 
tinuance of Prince Ferdinand's career as a 
ruler. The changed tone of tlie German 
press is due not so much to llussian in- 
fluence as to a realization of the incontest- 
able justice of the Czar's claims.

A BID FOR FAVOR. 


PABIS, Aug. 19.—M. Rouvier, Prime Min- 


ister, presiding at a banquet of the mer- 
cantile community last evening, said the 
government was considering a measure to 
reduce taxation and the sale of spirituous 
liquors, and did not intend to advocate 
the imposition of any new taxes. 


M. Rouvier repeated his former state- 


ment that if at any time two hundred Re- 
publicans should vote against the govern- 
ment the Cabinet would immediately re- 
sign. 


The Baldwin Breach oi Promise Suit. 
Los ANGELES, Cul., Aug. 19.—The mo- 


tion for a continuance of the breach of 
promise suiL brought by Louise C. Perkins 
against E. J. Baldwin, w«s granted by the 
court Wednesday and a rehearing set f or 
November 7. This action has excited re- 
newed interest ixi the case, as it was gen- 
erally believed that the matter had been 
compromised, and that "Lucky" Baldwin 
left for the East with tho same impression. 
In court Wednesday Mr. Baldwin's law- 
yers asserted that tho matter had been 
settled by the payment o£ money to.the 
plaintiff, and produced receipts show- 
ing tbat Miss Perkins had been paid 
.f 12,000, for which she had agreed to re- 
lease defendant from all claims -sUe had 
against him. Plaintiff's counsel set up the

She was given to 
understand, it was further asserted, that 
her counsel intended to sell out her case 
and so accepted the $12,000.
